TAKE a bow, all you Greenwich 
recyclers! 

You have delivered the biggest rise 
in recycling rates anywhere in 
London - and that’s official. 

Annual figures just released by the 
government have shown Greenwich 
Council’s already impressive recycling 
rates are getting even better. 

The new figures build on an already 
impressive record since the council’s 
Green/Blue/Black system was 
brought in at the start of 2008 . 

The figures released by the 
Department for Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs show: 

• Greenwich Council sends the 
second lowest amount of waste to 
landfill in the whole of England 

• Greenwich has seen a bigger rise in 
recycling rates in the last year than

any other London borough 
• The improvement in recycling rates 
puts Greenwich in the top ten most 
improved councils in the whole of 
England and Wales 
Cllr Rajwant Sidhu, the council’s 
Greener Greenwich Cabinet Member, 
told GT: “I want to thank residents 
again for their hard work this year in 
still taking on board the new 
Green/Blue/Black system and doing 
even more recycling. 

“It’s vital we all keep making the 
effort to get it right. Too many people 
are still putting food waste into blue 
bins so we could be doing even better. 
We’re really proud of our green 
credentials here in Greenwich and 
with residents’ help we want to keep on 
getting even better” 

The results are from the second year 
the Green/Blue/Black system has been 
running. It provides residents with 
three bins for each type of waste: 
Green for food and garden waste 
Blue for dry recycling 
Black for non-recyclable material 
Last year’s results showed the 
Green/Blue/Black had already made a 
dramatic improvement to recycling 
rates in Greenwich, which now 
recycles 42 per cent of household 
waste. Cllr Sidhu added: “The new 
figures now show residents are doing 
even better in making sure the right 
waste goes in the right bin. It’s really 
important because the wrong material 
can mean the entire contents cannot be 
recycled.”

Making waves 

More commuters opt for the stress-free voyage 


INCREASING numbers of 
travellers are choosing to 
use riverboats to get into 
London, taking many gas- 
guzzling cars off the 
capital’s congested roads 
as a result. 

Thames Clippers’ passenger 
figures for 2009 are up 11 per 
cent on 2008, and a recent 
deal between Transport for 
London, Greenwich Council 
and the operator has secured 
river services to the 
Woolwich Arsenal pier for 
the next four years. 

Sean Collins, managing 
director of Thames Clippers, 
told GT: “We are proud to be 
the only boat operator on the 
Thames using ultra-low 
sulphur fuel, and our modern 
fleet is powered by the most 
economical marine engines 
on the market. 

“We are also working with 
manufacturers to develop 
engines that are able to

accommodate alternative 
fuel sources in the future. Of 
course, our service operates 
on a natural resource - the 
potential of which is only 
just being recognised for 
travel in London.” 

The £269,000 partnership 
was cemented in October 
after the previous contract 
expired, and is the latest in a 
series of improvements to 
the river service. 

Earlier in the year the 
Mayor of London agreed to 
some of the terms of GT’s 
Clipper Campaign, which 
will allow Oyster card 
customers a discount on the 
boats as a result. And boat 
travel has proved popular 
with commuters from the 
area, around 750 of whom are 
using the option daily. 

Restaurant manager Dean 
Hughes said: “I use the

service as it’s a quick route 
to get back and fourth, and 
when you arrive at work you 
are a lot more relaxed.” 

The river route has also 
been a hit with music-loving 


punters at The Oo 
Commuting clinical trials 
director Zoe said: “I love the 
space you get on the boats. 
Floating four stops on the 
river sure beats using two 
forms of transport on land 
for me!” 

Deputy council leader Peter 
Brooks told GT: “Greenwich 
Council’s Clipper campaign 
earlier this year showed the 
strength of support that 
exists locally for a regular 
riverboat service. 

“The service is proving to be 
an increasingly popular 
alternative with commuters 
and I’m delighted that 
Greenwich Council and the 
Mayor of London have 
managed to agree on a 
formula where we can both 
support the service for a 
further four years.” 

“It’s good for local 
commuters and it’s good for 
the environment.”

54 primary schools embrace the WoW factor

TOP-year primary pupils 
all over the borough are 
taking over responsibility 
from the adults to co- 
ordinate walking and 
road-safety initiatives. 

Many schools now have Year 
6 monitors recording the 
numbers of students opting 
to walk to school and how 
often they do it. It’s through a 
scheme called Walk on 
Wednesday (WoW). 

A total of 54 Greenwich 
primary schools now take 
part in WoW, where they 
either “walk on Wednesdays” 
or at least one day a week. 

Pupils who keep up with the 
scheme get awarded a special 
WoW badge each month. This 
year, the theme is ‘British 
Nature’. The October badge 
was a hedgehog, this month’s 
is a toadstool, and 
December’s will be an owl. 

Several schools have 
extended the challenge so 
that pupils have to walk at 
least three days a week to 
earn their individual monthly 
WoW badge. 

Greenwich Council is also 
supporting the ever-growing 
numbers of Junior Road 
Safety Officers (JRSOs), 
promoting road safety to 
their peers. The latest plan is 
to organise a major borough- 
wide conference around 
school travel planning, 
cycling and road safety in the 
early part of 2010. 

A total of 31 Greenwich 
schools have now achieved 
the bronze level of 
accreditation from Transport 
for London (TfL) for their 
school travel plans. 
Blackheath High School has 
achieved the silver 
accreditation, and Henwick 
Primary School, Eltham, has 
the gold award. 

The council encourages and 
supports schools with all 
their walking and cycling 
initiatives.

Greenwich 
to get 
£400,000 for 
job search 
support 

A pioneering Greenwich scheme 
that has helped 250 unemployed 
residents hack into work has won 
praise from the government. 

In a visit to the borough last Thursday, 
Communities Secretary John Denham 
urged other local authorities to run 
similar back-to-work schemes. 

On his visit the minister confirmed 
that Greenwich is getting over £400,000 
from the government to help boost jobs 
and skills for local people looking for 
work. 

The money is aimed at families who 
haven’t worked for years climb out of 
poverty and into employment. 

It is part of £40m in extra funding being 
provided under the Working 
Neighbourhood Fund which helps local 
authorities with the highest levels of 
deprivation and low levels of skills and 
enterprise. The extra funds will help 61 
councils across the country do more to 
help some of the poorest people come off 
long term benefits by providing the 
support and skills they need to get into 
work. 

In recent months Greenwich has used 
Working Neighbourhood funding to 
launch a back-to-work scheme which 
created 250 new ‘green’ jobs within the 
council for local people. 


The minister was speaking at the 
Glyndon Community Centre in Raglan 
Road, Plumstead, where he met some of 
the local people who were recruited 
through the council’s scheme and are now 
helping keep the borough’s estates and 
town centre safer and cleaner. 

He heard how JobCentre Plus and 
GLLaB, the council’s local labour and 
business initiative, run weekly sessions to 
help local people improve their skills for 
work. 

They also run job search support 
sessions and skills fairs on local housing 
estates. 

Earlier in the day he had spoken to 
Greenwich Council leader Chris Roberts 


and Paul McKeown, from Job Centre Plus 
customer services operarions, who gave 
an overview of Greenwich Council’s 
approach to worklessness. 

Announcing the £40m in new funding, 
John Denham said: “We're determined to 
do more to help these families, they need 
to know they have not fallen through the 
net, or been written off. 

“Their circumstances are often complex 
and they feel cut off from the job market. 
That’s why today I’m announcing this 
new funding for councils to make sure 
these families are getting the helping 
hand they need from local services so they 
can start to stand on their own two feet. 

“We can reach them through existing 


links like their social landlord or outreach 
projects that can reconnect them with 
skills training and job opportunities.” 

And he added: “In past recessions we 
saw too much talent and potential get left 
behind - we are determined to make sure 
that this will never happen again. 
Through the New Deal we have effectively 
tackled youth unemployment, the next 
stage is to get to grips with the most 
difficult to reach families. We are 
continuing to help them by putting 
additional investment - into the hands of 
local leaders - and asking them to take 
immediate action. 

“Now more than ever people need to 
know the system is fair and that we are 
doing everything we can to give every 
person, even those from entrenched 
corners, a fair chance to realise their 
potential in life, pushing against poverty 
and striving towards aspiration. This will 
reduce the burden placed on state 
dependency.” 

The Communities Secretary was 
accompanied by Denise Hyland, the 
council’s cabinet member for skills and 
economy, who said: “The minister was 
most impressed to see the impact that our 
approach to worklessness is having on 
communities that are among the hardest 
hit by the recession. Helping people who 
are on benefit, and taking a flexible 
approach that understands the very real 
barriers that people face is the way 
forward and we are proud that 
Greenwich’s approach is being watched 
by other councils across the country.” 

Youth worker Adel Khaireh works at the 
Greenwich Islamic Centre where 
JobCentre Plus and Gllab run a weekly 
session helping young people back into 
work. “Young people really prefer this to 
visiting the Job Centre - it's much more 
informal, it's easier to access and it gives 
them a lot more confidence. We've seen 
local young people get work already in the 
new Tesco store in Plumstead, as well as 
with the Council's Cleansweep service. 
It's the best idea the Job Centre have 
ever come up with,” said Adel.

TRYING to get healthier? 

It’s a walk in the park! (Or a walk to 
work, or wherever you prefer). 

Think Feet First is a major new 
campaign urging Londoners to think of 
walking as the first option for short 
everyday journeys. 

Walking will increase your 
muscle tone, boost metabolism, 
ease stress, raise energy 
levels and improve sleep. All 
of that combined can also 
help you lose weight. 

Your size, stride and speed 
will affect how many calories 
your burn. 

However, on average, walking 
one mile (1.6km) can burn up 
around lOOkcal (420kJ) of energy. 

Walking two miles (3.2km) a day, three 
times a week, can help reduce weight by 
one pound (0.5kg) every three weeks. 
That's equivalent to 17 pounds per year. 

Think Feet First campaigners say that 
walking is one of the cheapest and easiest 
ways to get Londoners active in the build- 
up to the 2012 Games. It can be easily built 



into everyday life and it can make a 
powerful contribution towards preventing 
and treating a range of health conditions.

Inner city playground 


IN 1935 life on the Charlton 
Thornhill London County 
Council Estate was new for 
most of us who had nearly all 
transferred from very inner city 
areas. 

By 1936 the building was 
finished. I think that probably 
the last addition was the 
opening of the lido, in Charlton 
Park Lane. This modern open 
air swimming complex was 
state of the art at the time. 
Equipped with two pools, one a 
shallow one for the children 
and then the large one for the 
grown ups and the serious 
swimmers, there was also a 
very decorative fountain in one 
corner. The whole lot set with 
pretty blue tiles but it was very 
open air and only very popular 
with the very hardy swimmer 
or those who only came out 
when we had a very hot day in 
the summer. For swimming 
most people still went down to 
either Greenwich or Woolwich 
indoor pools. Incidentally on 
the junction of Charlton Park 
Lane and Shooters Hill Road 
was a blue £ Dr Who’ police box. 
Also on the junction of Inigo 
Jones Road and Prince Henry 
Road was a fire alarm. This 
was set into a metal column 
with a glass dial which, in case 
of fire, had to be smashed 
and a handle pulled. I 
gather that it had some 
sort of direct link to the 
fire brigade. This was of 
course when very few r 
people had a telephone in ' 
their house and there were 
not many public telephone 
boxes around. I do recall 
that there was one 
phone box on the 
corner of Park 
Lane and 
Stonefield 
Way. 

One little 
thing that 
always stuck in 
my mind was 
that in the loft 
our house, the 
chimney breast 
had been 
rendered 
with

cement and the workman had 
inscribed the legend ‘Mick Drip 
1935’ with his trowel. 
Presumably it is still there 
hidden away from general view 
and I oftenwondered if Mick 
left his commemorative sign in 
other houses on the 
estate. 

Back then there were 
a great number of 



‘Roundsmen’ who came around 
regularly with their various 
wares. 

Beales had a large van that 
came on a Saturday selling 
hardware, brooms, shovels, 
dustbins etc. Beales had a large 
hardware shop at the Standard 
in Westcombe Hill. This was 
entrepreneurial stuff long 
before Ian Beale of ‘EastEnders’ 
fame and rather reminiscent of 
Arkwright’s ‘Open all Hours’. 
Sparkes paid the street a visit 
a mobile sweetshop a 
couple of times a week. 
Prices, Co-op and 
Grooms Bakers called 
daily with fresh 
bread, whilst 
United Dairies, 
Express Dairies 
and the Co-op 
milkmen 
called daily 
with fresh 
milk. 

the summer 
Walls’ stop-me-and- 
one tricycles would 
tour the street selling 
triangular-shaped water 
ices. There was also an 
Italian ice cream cart. This 
was like a small pony and 


trap shape with a large churn of 
soft ice cream in the centre. To 
the populace he was known as 
‘Oki Pokey Joe’. 

Saturday evenings a paper man 
would come around with the 
call “Star, News, Standard - All 
the results.” Of course there 
was no television and radio was 
in its infancy. Most people who 
did have a radio would have had 
a battery set with an 
‘Accumulater.’ This was like the 
lead acid battery that you get 
on a car and it had to be taken 
back to the shop to be 
recharged every so often. So 
the usual way to get the latest 
sports results would be from the 
evening papers. 

Also sometimes there would be 
the Shrimps and Winkles man 
with a small handcart selling in 
pint or half-pint quantities. So it 
might be that mum and dad 
decided that we could have 
either winkles or shrimps for 
Saturday tea. 

The one that I particularly 
remember was the Catsmeat 
man. We had a cat and he sold 
about five or six slices of meat 
skewered together with a small 
wooden stick. After a while he 
was so regular that he would 


leave it through the letterbox 
and mum would pay him at the 
end of the week. Then he 
seemed not to come for a few 
days but appeared on Saturday 
for his money. Mum said she 
had not got the meat but he 
insisted that he had put it 
through as usual. 

The next week we carefully 
waited and then found that as 
soon as it came through the 
letterbox Smudge the cat 
grabbed it and ate it all up - 
wooden stick as well. So it was 
apologies all round. 

The council dustcarts were 
pulled by horses and when the 
cart was full, presumably based 
upon a set schedule (no mobile 
phones back then) a motor 
pick-up lorry arrived. The 
horses were unhitched and the 
full cart was pulled up onto the 
back of the pick-up lorry, 
which had already unloaded an 
empty cart. It was rather like 
the AA or RAC recovery 
vehicles today. 

The horses were hitched up to 
the empty cart and they all 
proceeded on with their tasks. 
As kids we soon made friends 
with others at school and in 
our own streets. 

I palled up with about a half a 
dozen other lads mostly from 
our own street. We liked to 
think of ourselves as ‘Our 
Gang.’ I suppose that we were 
really a bit like Richmal 
Crompton’s ‘Just William’s’ 
little band of warriors. We 
had a leader and were not in 
the least like modern gangs. 

We were just a few little 
urchins who played together, 
went to school together and 
lived in the same environment. 
Not that there was any 
bullying that I was aware of, 
but you felt safe that others 
would not pick upon you if 
you with ‘Alex’s gang.’ I 
suppose that with the 
solidarity of your friends you 
felt in a strong position but in 
reality we probably only smelt 
strong! 

So we all settled into the life of 
the estate and things were 
going along smoothly. But 
things were set to change in 
September 1939 when the 
country went to war.

the people 



Green firms help 
locals save and 
produce energy

LOCAL people can save on 
their heating and 

electricity bills while 
producing their own power 
with the help of two 
Greenwich-based firms who 
are using the latest 
technology to save energy 
and protect the 

environment. 

The businesses provide 
information, practical support 
and advice on funding so that 
ordinary residents can install 
and use the latest energy- 
saving technology in their 
homes. 

Since it launched in 
November last year, Greener 
Homes Insulations has focused 
on cavity wall and loft 
insulation. 

Steve Armstrong is founder of 
the Eltham-based company 
which already employs 15 
people. 

He said: “The government 
regards cavity wall insulation 
as the most effective energy- 
saving measure that most 
people can carry out on their 
homes, and a major contributor 
to reducing emissions of 
carbon dioxide - the main 
greenhouse gas.” 

In the past year the firm has 
saved 1084 tonnes of carbon 
emissions - equivalent to 6165 
double decker buses - as well as 
saving customers around 
£126,055 in energy costs. 

“We’re looking to evolve the 
business into five key areas: 
Cavity Wall & Loft Insulation, 


External Wall Insulation, Solar 
Thermal Panels, Domestic 
Wind Turbines and Ground 
Source Heat Pump Systems,” 
Steve explained. “By focusing 
on these key areas we’ll be a 
totally green company either 
insulating properties or 
installing renewable energy 
installations reducing carbon 
emissions, ’’said the company’s 
co founder Jason Essex. 

He explained that non 
repayable, non means tested 
grants are available to 
homeowners and private 
rented tenants to cover 50 -100 
per cent of the costs to insulate 
cavity walls or lofts. 

As well as saving energy, 
locals can produce their 
own electricity and hot 
water using solar 
power with the help 
of iGen Solar. 

The solar design 
and installation 
company designs, 
supplies and 

installs electricity- 
generating solar 

panels and solar 
powered hot water 
systems for homes and 
businesses. It’s also been 
operating for a year with a ten- 
man team based in Greenwich. 

Managing director Alistair 
Smit explained: “Incorporating 
solar technology into your 
home or business premises will 
not only save you money on 
your energy bills but could 
generate you cash through the 
proposed Feed-in Tariff (or 
Clean Energy Scheme). 

“Under the proposed scheme

you will get paid 
36.5p for every unit 
of electricity that you 
generate, even if you go on to 
use that electricity yourself. If 
you make more electricity than 
you need, this can be exported 
back to the grid and these units 
will attract 41. 5p. Electricity 
providers typically charge 
around 12-13p a unit to supply 
you with electricity, so these 
amounts are set at an 
attractive premium.” 

The government-backed 
scheme, which comes into force 
at the end of March next year, 
includes 25-year agreements 
with property owners. “It will 
therefore ultimately provide 
the property with a tax free 
income and increase the value 
of your home,” stressed the 35- 
year-old entrepreneur. 

In the meantime, 
homeowners can also benefit 
from government grants of 
£2,500 to put towards the costs 
of a Solar PV system. Grants of 
£400 are also available for solar 
thermal systems which can 


produced between 60 to 70 per 
cent of a home’s hot water 
needs. 

“These grants are non-means 
tested but will cease when the 
Feed-in Tariff comes into force. 
So this is a unique opportunity 
for homeowners to take 
advantage of both incentives 
and this is therefore the best 
time to invest in solar 
technology!” Alistair 

enthused.

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A barnstorming Sunday supper 


THE nights are drawing in 
and what better way to 
beat the winter blues than 
with a hearty Sunday 
roast. 

Set in the stunning 
grounds of the Well Hall 
Pleasaunce in Eltham, the 
Tudor Barn is imposing 
from the outside, warm 
and inviting inside. 

The dining room is 
unconventional in shape 
- rather long and thin, 
but with the classism of 
the hardwood dining 
tables and clean white 
lines of the crockery, the 
space manages to blend 
seamlessly the values of 
£ Ye Olde England’ with 
fine dining etiquette. 

The rustic charm of the 
white-washed brick 
walls, exposed oak beams 
and leaded windows all 
add to the feeling of 
stately-paced country 
class, and the 
candelabras and night 
lights dotted around gave 
the impression of a room 
solely lit by candlelight. 
It was only the 
soundtrack of Frank 
Sinatra and other Swing 
standards that shattered 


the illusion that Henry 
VIII might make a 
ginger-bearded cameo at 
any moment. 

As for the food, starter of 
mushroom soup was 
hearty and served with 
plenty of crusty bread, 
and the main draw of 
roast beef was 
beautifully rare - juicy 
and tender and plenty of 
it. 

Perched precariously on 
the towering main 
course, a gigantic 
Yorkshire pudding could 
have housed a second 
portion of soup, such was 
its generosity. 

And while the veggies 
were fairly standard bar 
the welcome addition of 
seasonal curly kale, the 
deep flavoured gravy was 
smooth and rich, and the 
potatoes soft and fluffy. 

A dessert list that would 
have had Henry himself 
in raptures, included no 
less than ten options, 
owed in no small 
measure to the TB’s 
capacity as a cafe 
throughout the day, and 
thus the cornucopia of 
sticky delights. 


For me, it was the bread 
and butter pudding was 
the star of the show. So 
often the humble current 
that is de rigueur on the 
Brit Classic is 
incinerated atop B&B 
puddings, but at the TB 
fresh sultanas had been 
thoughtfully added after 
cooking and had kept 
their fruity facets. 

The custard that caked 
the bread was smooth 
and rich, with an extra 
pot on the side for good 
measure, and the cooking 
was perfect - golden 
brown on top but still 
beautifully moist inside. 
My sweet-toothed 
culinary companion 
plumped for the Malteser 
Cake - which came with 
a warning/endorsement 
from the friendly 
waitress that sealed its 
fate: ‘Very chocolatey’. It 
was indeed, and almost 
mousse-like with a 
pleasing malty crunch.

A negligent landlord has 
been fined £5,000 for 
failing to keep his rented 
house in order. 

Harminder Singh Sandu 
was given numerous 
warnings and notices 
about the condition of his 
property in Manthorpe 
Road, Plumstead. 

Tenants living in 
multiple occupation of the 
house described damp 
conditions that included a 
leaking roof, unsafe 
electrics and rat 
infestation. 

Greenwich Council 
environmental officers 
also identified a broken 
sewer pipe under the 
kitchen which was 
repaired. However, the 
problems associated with 
the rat infestation still 
continued. 

Greenwich Council took 
a decision to take formal 
action and the case was 
heard at Woolwich 
Magistrates Court on 
November 2. 

He was fined £5,000 for 
health and safety 
breaches under the 
Housing Act 2004. The act 
enables local authorities 
to target all types of 


residential premises 
including houses in 
multiple occupation, 
purpose built blocks of 
flats and buildings 
comprising of converted 
flats, that do not meet 
health and safety 
regulations. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, 
Greenwich Council’s 
cabinet member for 
neighbourhood services, 
said: “Greenwich Council 
endeavour to work with 


landlords in helping them 
to achieve appropriate 
healthy housing. However, 
if landlords choose to 
ignore advice and fail to 
comply with basic health 
and safety standards, they 
will be fined and possibly 
prosecuted. I would 
encourage all landlords to 
follow the appropriate 
health and safety 
guidelines to avoid heavy 
fines and even worse face 
prosecution.”

It’s also great for the bats! 

The project that’s poetry for adults with 
learning difficulties has earned all kinds of 
commissions over ten years of pro-activity - 
and the Bat Society is one of the latest. 

Riverwood’s project co-ordinator Terri Looker 
told GT: “They came in and placed an order for 
some bat boxes. They’re going up in the Tarn in 
Eltham. They’ve taken some and they’re 
coming back for the rest. The bats just go in 
them.” 

It’s the latest pro-activity inspired by the 
project started by Greenwich Mencap ten years 
ago. 

Terri said: “The idea came from a Mencap 
worker who was walking along by the Thames 
and thought that something useful could be 
done with all the driftwood. 

“He put the idea to the Mencap charity, it got 
lottery funding and took off from there.” 

Riverwood started as just a one day a week 
scheme but now has 29 team members who 
work either one or three days a week with a 
professional carpenter Anthony Lainson. As 
well as producing planters, stools, blocks and 
plinths, the Riverwood team has provided no 
fewer than 50 benches for the Green Chain

Walk, frames for information plaques at the 
Thames Barrier Visitor Centre and a shed and 
benches for the private garden at the Tate 
Modern. 

Terri said: “We are now piloting a scheme 
using pallet wood to see what we can produce

from them. This could really take off because 
pallet wood has no value for firms and we hope 
it will get to the point when they pay us to take 
it off their hands. 

“We recently had an open day that was a great 
success because there’s nothing better than our 
team members seeing people buying what they 
have produced. It really makes their day” 




Terri, who lives in Eltham. has been at 
Riverwood for five years after working a long 
time for Royal Mail. She said: “I came in as a 
volunteer to see what it was like. It just 
snowballed from there. I love it. It really is 
rewarding.” 

Terri has seen lives changed by the 
Riverwood experience. “We’ve got one guy in 
particular who was referred to us. He couldn’t 
hold a saw and wouldn’t eat or drink with any 
of us,” she said. “He had challenging 
behaviour and it was really hard. 

“He’s been here for nearly three years and 
now gets along well with everyone. He’s even 
been back to other team members’ homes or 
tea and last year came away on holiday with 
us, which his mum couldn’t believe. 

“Most people struggle at first but soon 
become a part of the family. We have special 
social events during the year, including four 
days at Pontings and a Greenwich Park 
picnic. We also go bowling, which they like 
best of all.” 

Benefits of the family atmosphere and team 
aspect of the work is there for all to see. Terri 
said: “If we do a bit of health and safety they 
love to join in the role play. There are no 
inhibitions. 

“It’s obviously affected my own life too. I’d 
never worked with people with disabilities 
before. Both my teenage children love to come 
here to help out, and my husband Steve is 
always there if we need him.” 



Riverwood's 
call and collect 


RIVERWOOD team members often collect the 
driftwood themselves from the Thames, 
sometimes as part of clean-ups organised by the 
Thames 21 environment charity. 

“There’s not as much as there was so 
we’re always looking for new 
avenues,” said project co-ordinator 
Terri Looker. “We’re doing some 
work with Apollo, a big 
construction company, as part of 
their community involvement 
“We’re making some bird boxes 
forthem and they sponsored a 
barbecue we held for the 
local community. They 
also produce videos and 
posters of the 
occasions which 
everybody 
appreciates.”

Hot under the collar 


Funnyman Marcus Brigstocke brings his new stand-up show to Greenwich and 
talks to Scene about religion, family, and battling addictions to food and work

k H I i admission an 

‘atheist by default', 
comic satirist 
Marcus Brigstocke 
brings his latest stand-up tour, 
God Collar to the borough this 
weekend. 

A staple on brainy BBC Radio 4 
and topical TV news quizzes, the 
thinking man’s comedian is 
never shy of a view or two. 

“God Collar is basically about 
saying that there’s probably no 
god, and if there was I’ve got 
some things I need to ask him,” 
he said. “It talks about god and 
religion and beliefs, and asks ‘If 
you’re an atheist or an agnostic, 
does that actually work?’ and 
questions what it is about belief 
that make so many people want 
to have it.” 

The show is on at Blackheath 
Halls on November 21 and the 
oft-cynical gag-merchant admits 
that he is most animated when he 
has a bone to pick. 

“Most people - myself included - 
enj oy hearing passion. Whether 
you agree with somebody or not, I 
like it when someone expresses 
themselves passionately. 

“When I’ve done an angry rant it’s 
because I’ve found a subject that 
makes me passionate - it’s a good 
motivator for writing,” he 
admitted. 

Thirty six-year-old Brigstocke 
has something of a cult 
following, which can be 
attributed in no small measure 
to his derision of characters 
popular in the online 
community. 

Demonstrating a double take 
impression of Radio 1 D J, Tim 
Westwood, Marcus contested 
that his ribbings are all in good 
humour: “Westwood I adore, he’s 
now 50 years old and still 
rocking, I genuinely love him, 
and not just as someone to take 
the mick out of, his show is 
really, really good - he’s the son 
of a bishop doing the best hip- 
hop show in Britain.” 

But other targets of the comic’s 
sharp tongue are less in jest. 
“Magician David Blaine got up 
my nose. I loved when he came 
over and hung in that box over 
the Thames. I think if he’d have 
done that in the States they’d 
have embraced it, but in the UK 
we were all like ‘It’s rubbish!’ It 
was brilliant.”

“I came into comedy loving it, 
and I still can’t believe I’m lucky 
enough to work with these great 
people. Like most people in this 
business I have ups and downs, 
but the family was something 
that I always knew I wanted -

get home after shows wherever 
possible. Because I don’t drink, 
do drugs or cheat on my wife 
there’s not that much reason to 
stay out. And my dancing days 
are probably gone!”

OVER the past year we have heard 
about all kinds of new and interesting 
ways of powering our cars. Some will 
tell you that hybrids are the way 
forward, while others say electric is 
the only real emissions-free way of 
motoring. 

And then there are the crazy 
manufactures who believe that using a 
highly unstable gas called hydrogen is 
the answer... 

Eight car manufactures have built, 
tested and even produced consumer 
cars which run on a hydrogen fuel cell. 
In Japan and parts of America the 
public have been able to lease-own 
Honda’s version of this new technology 
in the shape of the FCX Clarity, and the 
response has been good.

Well, no, 
because the likes of Ford, Toyota, 
General Motors Europe and some other 
big producers have signed a Tetter of 
understanding’, to show the big wigs at 
the energy companies that they are 
serious about the move to hydrogen. 

The Germans, of course, have got the 
ball rolling with 30 filling stations 
already (seven of which can be used by 
the general public), the UK also has 
plans to have 56 stations up and 
running across our shores by 2015. 
Maybe this time the predictions are 
right and 2015 is the magic year. But 
there are some who believe that the oil 
companies are not going to be as eager 
to hand over their petrol station 
incomes to the hydrogen car.

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New council alcohol 
campaign targets 
under-age drinking 


A new campaign 
targeting young 
people to promote 
safe drinking and 
responsible 

behaviour has been launched 
by Greenwich Council and the 
police. It aims to reduce 
under-age drinking and the 
anti-social behaviourand 
crime that often accompanies 
it. In the fourth of four4-page 
specials, Greenwich Time 
brings you the latest on the 
bid to tackle these growing 
problems. 

The campaign is a clear sign 
that the council is revving up 
its efforts to confront and 
deal with young people who 
are involved in alcohol- 
related anti-social behaviour. 
The campaign launch is the 
council’s decisive response to 
increasing evidence of the 
impact drinking is having on 
young people’s long and 
short-term health as well as 
their chance of being 
involved in risky situations 
when drunk. 

The new measures being 
taken include: 

• Extra patrols by Safer 
Neighbourhood Teams to 
confiscate alcohol from 
young people found drinking 
in public spaces. 

• Youth workers targeting 
young people in areas of 
concern. 

• Improvements to the 
environment of young 
people. 

• Raising the awareness of 
and making available positive 
youth activities and 
programmes across the 
borough. 

• Highlighting the health 
risks to young people who 
binge drink. 

• Offering guidance and 
support to parents if they are 
concerned about their child 
drinking under-age. 

There will also be continuing 
and regular test purchases of 
alcohol at off-licences and 
corner shops and possible 
convictions to address the 
sale of alcohol to under-age 
people. 

To tackle the problem of 
young people and alcohol- 
related anti-social behaviour 
Greenwich Council is 
adopting a three-pronged 
approach of enforcement, 


education and exciting 
activities. 

Enforcement measures 
include police and Safer 
Neighbourhood Teams 
approaching young people 
who drink in public to 
confiscate any alcohol. Each 
team will pay particular 
attention to the areas in their 
wards where young people 
gather and consume alcohol 
and those stopped will be 
required to give their names 
and addresses. 

The police and trading 
standards will also monitor 
the sale of alcohol to those 
who are underage. If an 
outlet is caught selling 
alcohol to under-age young 
people, the council will 
consider reviewing its licence 
after one offence. 

Education will help young 
people and their parents to 
be more aware of the risks of 
drinking alcohol and they will 
be urged to take more 
responsibility for their 
drinking. 

Positive activities, such as 
sport, will be targeted in 
areas of concern to help 
remove young people from 
the harm caused by alcohol 
and help them realise that 
drinking is not the only 
option. 

Greenwich Council is acting 
because national statistics 
show that although the 
proportion of teenagers who 
drink regularly is falling, 
those who do drink are 
consuming much more than 
before. 

Worrying figures also 
highlight that many young 
people start drinking from a 
very young age which can 
cause serious health 
problems. For example, new 
evidence shows that binge 
drinking can impair 
adolescent brain 
development. 

Those who drink too much 
can put themselves and 
others at risk. For example, 
alcohol can contribute to 
unacceptable behaviour by 
young people that can cause 
problems in the community 
through anti-social 
behaviour or crime.

OVER 40 corner shops and off- 
licences have been visited in 
recent weeks by police cadets 
posing as under-age buyers to 
test whether shopkeepers are 
selling alcohol to under 18s. 

It’s an offence for any person to 
sell alcohol to anyone under 18 
years, even if they look older 
and premises face having their 
licence reviewed by the council’s 
licensing sub-committee if they 
are found to make such sales. In 
the last year at least half a 
dozen licences have been 
reviewed. 

As many as 10 premises had 
visits on just one Saturday last 
month to see if they would sell 
alcohol to the cadets who are 
aged between 14 and 16. 

Jackie Watson, team manager 
Trading Standards and 
Licensing at Greenwich Council, 
who was in charge of the 
operation, said: “Even though 
the shopkeepers are advised 
we’re going to carry out a test 
purchase at their premises, we 
still usually see a couple of 
alcohol sales made to under 18s. 
“On this day it was encouraging 
that no sales were made and we 
went back into the shops to 
congratulate them. However 
there were still some traders and 
shop assistants who, instead of 
requesting identity to prove the 
person’s age, asked ‘how old are 
you?’ 

“Of course, a young person 
attempting to buy alcohol would 
probably not tell the truth about 
their age, which is why asking 
for identity is so important. 


“We’re all bad at judging 
someone’s age and we have to 
recognise that this is where ID is 
so important. If they haven’t got 
ID to prove their age, then the 
shop should not sell alcohol to 
that person.” 

Jackie and her team see their 
role as educating shopkeepers 
and shop assistants to ask for ID 
and to keep and fill in a register 
of all the under-age sales they 
refuse. They also supply 
information and educate traders 
to train all their staff. 

Jackie added: “Many 
shopkeepers take on 
board the 
seriousness of 
selling alcohol 
to under 18s 
but then 
they’re let 
down by 
other sales 
assistants 
who don’t 
know that it’s 
illegal and 
that they 
should ask for 
proof of identity 
and age. Training of 
all staff is important.” 

Another widespread problem is 
when a young person asks an 
older friend or an adult, or 
sometimes even intimidates 
someone who’s over 18, to buy 
alcohol for them. 

Said Jackie: “You’re committing 
an offence if you buy alcohol for 
someone who is under 18, even if 
you are over 18. Many shops 
have trouble with this. The

shopkeeper can carry out the 
right checks but an offence is 
committed by the adult buying 
the alcohol for the person under 
18. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the 
council’s cabinet member for 
neighbourhood services, said: 
“Adults who buy alcohol for 
young people are acting 
irresponsibly and potentially 
causing serious harm. This 
campaign aims to get that 
message home, as well as 
supporting traders who 

frequently complain to the 
council and police 
about young people 
gathering outside 
their shops and 
pestering adults 
to buy alcohol 
for them.” 
Without its 
valuable 
partnership 
with the police 
cadets, based at 
Woolwich 
Barracks, 
Trading Standards 
couldn't carry out 
this enforcement work. 
In recognition of their 
special role, the Borough 
Commander recently presented 
several cadets with special 
commendations and awards. 

The council wants to recruit 
more volunteers for this work. If

POLICE joined social workers and 
youth workers to look out for 
vulnerable children and young 
people who could be at risk of 
harm while out on the streets late 
at night. 

This was the fourth of Greenwich 
Council’s Operation Staysafe night- 
time patrols in the borough over 
recent weeks and the latest, on 
fireworks night, resulted in as 
many as 41 young people being 
approached about concern for their 
wellbeing. 

Two teams of six including social 
care workers, youth workers and 
PCSOs from the Safer Transport 
Team patrolled the streets of 
Woolwich, one by foot and another 
by police van. They identified, 
stopped and spoke to children who 
were out alone at night as well as 
young people who were suspected 
of drinking alcohol or taking drugs 
or who were with adults who could 
have posed a threat to them. 

“Most of the time it’s an 
opportunity for the teams to talk to 
them about personal safety late at 
night and the risks of drinking 
alcohol and taking drugs. But, if 
it’s felt they’re at risk of harm, we 
take them to a place of safety 
under police protection,” said 
Greenwich Council’s Community 
Safety Officer, Annette Hines, who 
accompanied one of the teams with 
Sgt Scott Brownlee from Woolwich 
police station. 

“Then we contact their parents, 
who may not realise where their 
children are, and ask them to 
collect them. We use the 
opportunity to encourage the 
parents to talk about any problems 
they may have with their children 
and then the youth and social care 
workers try to help.” 

On the latest patrol, a man was 
stopped as he rode home with his

10-year-old daughter on the back of 
his bicycle. Neither wore any 
reflective clothing and the cycle 
had no lights visible in the dark. 
Sgt Brownlee said: Our concern 
was for the welfare of the child and 
we spoke to the father who was co- 
operative and hadn’t been drinking, 
so we let him go on his way, but 
this time walking safely.” 

On a previous patrol, two 
vulnerable and lost young girls of 
11 and 14 years were spotted 
walking around Woolwich town 
centre at 10.30pm. They were 
taken home to another London 
borough by police after their 
families had been contacted. 

Sgt Brownlee added: “Our main 
concern is wellbeing. We are 
protecting young vulnerable 
people, whether alone or in 
groups, as well as reducing 
crime and anti-social behaviour 
and the fear of crime. We are on 
the streets to educate them about 
their personal safety and 
highlight how they appear 
vulnerable which they often 
don’t realise. 

“Our partnership with the social 
care workers and youth workers 
is unique in the Metropolitan 
Police and has proved successful 
because we draw on each other’s 
skills, experience and powers.” 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, Greenwich 


Council’s cabinet member for 
neighbourhood services, said: 
“There could be a number of 
reasons why a young person on the 
streets late at night could be in 
danger. They may be very young 
and alone or vulnerable because 
they are very drunk and could pose 
a risk to themselves or others. The 
initiative is targeted at those who 
are at risk and will not prevent 
young people from enjoying a night 
out.” 


IT’S harder to avoid trouble when you’ve 
been drinking and Max Quarrington learned 
the hard way when he was consuming a 
bottle of vodka a day for three years. 

“You’re more likely to end up doing stupid 
things when you’re drunk,” admitted Max, 
now 18. 

“One or two drinks is OK and having a 
laugh with your mates but if you drink a bit 
too much, as I used to, you get aggressive 
and you think you’re invincible. 

“I have been stabbed in my back when I 
was drunk and arrested after I picked up a 
knuckle duster that was dropped by some 
kids. For being in possession of that I got an 
eight-month referral order, which is like 
probation for under 18s, and that was the 
turning point for me.” 

Max says he quit drinking alcohol just in 
time: "I’m lucky I stopped drinking before I 
got into any really serious trouble. When I 
decided enough was enough I pretty much 
stopped drinking overnight. 

"I realised my heavy drinking could lead me 
into further trouble and I thought what’s the 
point in keep getting drunk like this? Where 
is it going to lead?” 

"In the end I had to ask myself, ‘Is drinking 
really worth it?’ The answer for me was no, 
and as a result I’m living a better life now 
that’s more enjoyable and more 
meaningful.”

Youth team offers 
special support to

WOULD you approach a crowd of young 
people who have been drinking and are 
making a racket late at night? Probably 
not. 

But for a special team of youth workers 
this is their job. They’re out and about on 
the streets, often working late at night, 
helping young people at risk of offending 
or who are causing anti-social behaviour 
often through drinking too much alcohol. 
The Targeted Youth Support Detached 
Team is part of Greenwich Council’s 
Integrated Youth Support Service. It 
identifies the needs of young people who 
are either at risk of offending or who are 
causing anti-social behaviour in local 
communities, where there is little or no 
organised activities for young people. The 
team of 20 works in 33 different locations 
supporting around 250 young people a 
week across the borough, some of who 
are gang members. 

Building relationships with the 
youngsters is vital, said Bernie Bristow, 
Targeted Youth Support Team Manager: 
“If it’s a large group of young people 
hanging around the streets, drinking too 
much and potentially causing trouble, 
then a team of two or three of us will 
approach them and try to establish a 
rapport. We need to develop a 
relationship with them so that we can 
identify their needs. 

“It’s likely that they’re hanging around 
and behaving in this way because they 
believe there is little or nothing for them 


to do in their local area. The team gives 
them information on the nearest youth 
centres and adventure play centres. 
“There may be a whole range of reasons 
why young people are reluctant to attend 
youth centres and hang out on the 
streets. In this case we will start long- 
term project work with them in the area 
they congregate. This often includes the 
use of our four mobile youth activity 
vans.” 

The vans, funded by Greenwich Council, 
are equipped with internet access 
computers, a games console and a TV, DJ 
music mixing equipment and a seating 
area used for discussion of various topics 


and issues. They also contain a range of 
sports and games equipment and drugs 
and sexual health information packs. 
Added Bernie: “The vans are a great 
asset in creating a mobile youth 
environment that attracts young people 
to use them. They also give the youth 
workers an environment and 
opportunity to build relationships with 
the young people, challenge their 
behaviour and possibly change how 
they are perceived by the community. 
“Once a relationship is built, we can 
have discussions on the van around 
sexual health, drugs misuse, dealing 
with conflict and issues around the 


influence of local gangs and staying 
safe on the streets.” 

Bernie and his team often come across 
young people who are not in education, 
employment and training (NEET). The 
fact that they do not have anything 
positive to occupy their time during the 
day can be another cause for their 
behaviour. 

Said Bernie: “We can refer them to 
Connexions for advice about jobs and 
further education or arrange for them 
to meet a worker for help writing their 
CV and interview tips. We also help 
those with other interests who need 
support by referring them to activities 
including the Life Fire Brigade 
programme, motorcycle and car 
mechanics. 

“We refer young people to summer 
university courses and to the council’s 
Plus Scheme, an employment and 
training opportunity for young people 
who are NEET and 17-19 years of age. 
It’s an eight-week scheme offering 
young people two weeks training on 
health and safety, first aid, employment 
practices, healthy living, life skills, how 
to manage finances. They then have a 
work placement in a council 
department or a local business.” 

Bernie and his team also take young 
people out on activity days that include 
scuba, climbing, go-karting and visits to 
local leisure centres where they use the 
gym and swimming pool.
